if not, what became of the Soul of the Embryo, that was five 
riionths old. 

A little after^ another Monger was produced, which was an 
Infant come to maturity, having inftead of a Head and Brains, 
a Mafs of fiefh like any Liver 5 and was found to move. And 
this Foetus occafioned a Queflion for the Cartejians , how the 
motion could be performed, and yet the GlanduUt pnealis^ or 
C^;s?rfr7«A^ be wanting j nor any Nerves vifibie, which come from 
the Brain > The marrow in the^/'7>e was of the lame fubllance. 
It liv'd four days, and then dyed: It was anotomized h'<j M. 
Emwerez, in preftnce of the Allembly. 

There came a Letter from Flore»ce, Written by M.steno^ 
which has alio Ibmewhat perplext the followers of £)e/ C-«r/e/. 
A Tortoile had its head cut off, and yet was found to move its 
foot three days after. Here was no Communication with the 
Conarmm. As this (ecms to have given a lore blow to the Carte- 
jian Doftrine, fo the Dilciples thereof are here endeavouring to 
heal the Wound.

1. One Robert Cloak^a.]oyncr (whom I know) of Clamich^ 
in the Parifh of Beer-Ferris \v\ DevotiJIiire^ had on Febr. 24. laflj 
a Monftrous ^/<?£'4.R-am- Lamb fallen with one' Head, but two di- 
ilin^l: Bodies, with eight Legs, which Bodies were joyned in 
the Neck : It had two Eyes, and as many Ears, in the ufual pla- 
ces ; and one extraordinary Eye in the Niddock,with one fingle 
Ear, about an inch difbant from the Eye backwards,; Irs Dame, 
which was White^ ufually brought fortli two Lambs every year, 
as fhe did this year alfb a White one, which with the Ewe remains 
alive. But v/hethcr this Monfter was produc'd dead oralive, is 
not known, it being found dead by the hedge, and ibon after 
put into the Earth. There were ten White Ews accompanied 
with three White Rams,

Some Obfervations made in Mines, and at Sea, occafioning a 
Conje^ure about the Origine of Wind : Imparted by the 
fame Mr, C. 

One John Gill, a Man well experienced in Mineral affairs, dip' 
courfing with me about the Wind and its Origine^ declared to mc 
his thoughts concerning the (ame,as arefult of twenty years Expe- 
rience and Obfervations of his own. 

Firji, He affirmed , that if in digging' deep under ground^ the 
Work-men meet With Water, they never want Air or Wind 5 but 
if they mille Water (as fometimes it happens, even at 1 2 or 1 6 Fa- 
thoms depth) they are deftitute of convenient Air,eithcr to breath 
in, or to make their Candles burn. 

Next^ When (as ufual) there happens to be a great quantity of a 
Winters {landing water , in a deep Mine, they romraonly bring, 
or drive up an yldit for drawing away (uch water : But as fbon as 
that part of the Level is made, that any of the {landing Water be- 
gins to run away, the Men mud (ecurethem(elves,as well as they 
can, from <langer of being dafh'd in pieces againft the fides of the 
jldit : For the included Air or Wind in the {landing Waterjbreaks 
forth with {iich a.terrible nby{e, as that of a Peece of Ordnance, 
and with that violence, as to carry all before it, . loofcning the ve- 
ry Rocks, though at fbme diflance in the Work or ^el/t. 

Thirdly i he hath obferved on feveral occafions,going to and fro, 
between London and ^limouth , by Sea, that being in a Calm, that 
way, which the Sea began to Loom or move, the next day the 
Wind was iure to blow from that point of the Compafs , towards 
which the Sea did Loom the day before.
